AID With a thunderous 
metallic groan, two Cana¬ 
dian warships pulled away 
from the Halifax dock¬ 
yards Thursday, bound for 
a tiny island nation in the 
grips of one of the worst 
humanitarian disasters in 
recent memoiy. 

There was little time for 
farewells or drawn-out 
speeches as 500 crewmem¬ 
bers aboard the HMCS Hal¬ 
ifax and HMCS Athabaskan 
secured the last of their 
provisions and prepared to 
depart for Haiti, where a 
7.0-magnitude earthquake 
has brought utter devasta¬ 
tion. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was on hand for 
the send-off, and praised 


the crews for their 
“record” response time. 

“I know this mission has 
come about extremely 
quickly, but that’s the na¬ 
ture of what you do,” he 
said. “The people of Cana¬ 
da are behind you.” 

Hundreds of naval per¬ 
sonnel lined the decks of 
nearby HMCS Montreal 
and HMCS Charlottetown, 
standing at attention as 
the ships slipped out into 
the harbour and quickly 
faded to grey-coloured 
specks on the horizon. 

They will likely be gone 
for over a month. 

It will be five days before 
the ships reach Haiti, 
where they will aid in 
search-and-rescue efforts 
and distribute clothes, pu¬ 
rified water, food, tents, 
blankets, and medical sup¬ 
plies.

He also said the fire was 
“accidental in nature.” 

Thirty people have been 
left homeless from the fire, 
and it could be weeks 
before they can return to 
their apartments. 

The tenants, who lived in 
18 different units inside or 
adjacent to the building, 
have all found temporaiy 
places to stay with friends 
or relatives. 

Three apartments were 
completely destroyed in 
the fire, with the others re¬ 
quiring extensive repair 
work.

POWER A big, fat price tag 
on a pipeline through No¬ 
va Scotia doesn’t kill the 
idea, Darrell Dexter said 
Thursday. 

An underwater power 
line running from New¬ 
foundland through Nova 
Scotia down to New Eng¬ 
land would cost some¬ 
where between $2 billion 
and $3 billion, according 
to a report released 
Wednesday through the 


province’s Department of 
Environment. 

Such a pipeline would 
allow hydro power from 
Newfoundland’s Lower 
Churchill facility, as well 
as wind and hydro power 
in Nova Scotia, to be ex¬ 
ported to customer-rich 
New England. 

It would also provide 


an alternative route if 
NB Power is sold to Que¬ 
bec. 

Premier Dexter has said 
for months there is pri¬ 
vate interest in building 
such a gateway, and de¬ 
nied the high cost pushes 
it off the table. 

“These kinds of projects 
aren’t based on a 10- or 


even 20-year payback. I 
mean, they look at amor¬ 
tizing costs over 60 
years,” he told reporters. 

“We’re at $80-a-barrel 
oil now. If we get into 
triple digits and the costs 
continue to rise, projects 
that might not seem 
economic today might 
seem economic in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Dexter said the 
province would not build 
the pipeline and it would 
be up to Nova Scotia Pow¬ 
er or other private inter¬ 
ests.

U.S. President Barack Oba¬

Tested by the first large-

He pledged an initial 
$100 million US, with the 
likelihood of more later. 


Aware of the steep politi¬ 
cal cost George W. Bush 
paid for an ineffective re¬ 
sponse to Hurricane Katri¬ 
na’s destruction of much 
of New Orleans, La., the 
Obama White House has 
laboured to show inten¬ 
sive engagement by the 
president since immedi¬ 
ately after the 7.0-magni¬ 
tude quake struck the im¬ 
poverished island on Tues¬ 
day. 

Details of evening Situa¬ 
tion Room meetings, 
phone calls with world 
leaders and cancelled 
events were being released 
almost hourly. 

“I will not put up with 
any excuses for us not do¬ 
ing the veiy best in this 
time of tragedy,” Obama 
pledged, making his third 
public comments on the 
topic in two days. 

The government of Hait¬ 
ian President Rene Preval 


was severely disabled, with 
the president’s own resi¬ 
dences damaged and the 
parliament building col¬ 


lapsed along with other 
ministries and depart¬ 
ments.

AID Desperately needed aid 
from around the world 
slowly made its way Thurs¬ 
day into Haiti, where supply 
bottlenecks and a leader¬ 
ship vacuum left rescuers 
scrambling on their own to 
save the trapped and in¬ 
jured and get relief supplies 
into the capital. The inter¬ 
national Red Cross estimat¬ 
ed that 45,000 to 50,000 
people were killed in Tues¬ 
day’s magnitude-7 earth¬ 
quake.

'Healer* kept 17 women 

Charges allege Israeli man fathered 37 children with harem 


An Israeli man who kept a 
cult-like harem of women 
and fathered dozens of 
children with them has 
been arrested on 
suspicion of enslavement, 
rape and incest, police 
said Thursday. 

Police say Goel Ratzon 
kept 17 women in a state 
of near-total obedience in 
at least three apartments 
in the Tel Aviv area. 

Spokesman Micky Rosen- 


feld said they bore him 37 
children, some of whom 
were born to his own 
daughters. 

Ratzon, a self-described 
healer about 60 years old 
with flowing white locks 
and a bushy white beard, 
controlled the women’s 
money and sometimes 
abused them if they dared 
to challenge his control, 
police alleged. 

Authorities have investi¬ 


gated Ratzon before but 
did not find enough evi¬ 
dence to charge him. A re¬ 
cent law against human 
trafficking opened the 
door to pursue enslave¬ 
ment charges, Rosenfeld 
said. 

A documentaiy about 
Ratzon that aired on Is¬ 
rael’s Channel 10 last year 
said he kept 32 women and 
89 children in his apart¬ 
ments.

The future of children is at stake 



-he real question, Dr. 

Charles Emmiys testi¬ 
fied, is, “What 
works?” 

What doesn’t work — 
what research shows doesn’t 
work, he says — is shipping 


troubled kids out of their 
home provinces, away from 
family and community, and 
into residential institutions 
where they are more hkely 
to be warehoused than treat¬ 
ed. 

Emmiys, a Moncton-based 
clinical psychologist and 
court-recognized expert in 
adolescent behaviour disor¬ 
ders, is an advocate for what 
he calls the “messy stuff.” He 
argues governments should 
invest scarce resources in 
family, school and commu¬ 
nity supports instead of 


more buildings. Communi¬ 
ty-based care, he acknowl¬ 
edges, is “a long and tedious 
process, but it works.” 

Emmiys was testifying 
earlier this week in the case 
of a 15-year-old Cole Har¬ 
bour boy currently in Bay- 
field, a long-term Ontario 
treatment centre “for boys 
experiencing difficulties.” 
The boy had been diagnosed 
with myriad psychological 
disorders: Attention deficit 
hyperactivity, alcohol-relat¬ 
ed neural development, im¬ 
pulse control. Mostly, he 


ran. He ended up selling his 
body, stealing cars, doing 
drugs. 

His grandparents, who 
had raised him since he was 
a toddler, couldn’t cope on 
their own. In October 2008, 
they asked the Department 
of Community Services for 
help. Community services’ 
idea of helping was to make 
him a ward of the province 
and ship him off to Bayfield 
last June. 

The real question, of 
course, is whether the boy is 
benefiting at Bayfield. 


My own anecdotal experi¬ 
ence isn’t encouraging. 

Two years ago, while re¬ 
searching a stoiy on chil¬ 
dren who shp through the 
social welfare cracks, I met a 
local street kid I called Carl. 
Carl had spent five years — 
from age 12 — in Bayfield 
for problems that sound re¬ 
markably similar to this boy. 

At one point, Carl says he 
was on 13 different psy¬ 
chotropic drugs. “I was like a 
zombie.” 

Did it work? No. 

After Bayfield spit Carl out 


at 17, he woimd up as a 
psych patient in Nova Scotia 
where doctors finally took 
him off all the meds Bayfield 
had prescribed. When I met 
him, Carl was hving on the 
streets and didn’t have 
much hope for himself or 
his future. 

What works — and what 
doesn’t? Good questions. It’s 
time the government start¬ 
ed asking them.

Global positioning systems put to the test 


to find directions on their 
portable navigators. Trans¬ 
portation engineer Paul 
Green, from the University 
of Michigan’s Transporta¬ 
tion Research Institute, con¬ 
ducted the test while we 
recorded eveiy move. 

Green says drivers should¬ 
n’t look away from the road 
for more than two seconds 
at a time. “Eveiy time you 
look away, that’s another 
time period that you’ve lost 
a sense of what’s happening 
while driving.” But in our 
test, drivers tiying to pro¬ 
gram the GPS took their 
eyes off the road for much 
longer — one looks away for 
seven seconds! 

So just how many people 
actually program while 
they drive? Marketplace 


commissioned the first poll 
of its kind in Ganada and 
discovered that almost half 
of all drivers surveyed (47 
per cent) program their GPS 
while driving. 

That’s not allowed in On¬ 
tario or B.G. an 5 miore, but 
police say drivers are still 
doing it. York Regional Po¬ 
lice Sgt. Edmond Villamere 
says a lot of drivers just 
don’t think programming a 
GPS is as dangerous as tex¬ 
ting. “You’re still pressing 
buttons with your hands,” 
he says. “Your hands aren’t 
on the wheel and your at¬ 
tention isn’t on the road.” 

Green says manufactur¬ 
ers should design portable 
GPS devices so they can’t be 
programmed while a car is 
in motion — just like most 


GPS’s built right into a vehi¬ 
cle. 

But that doesn’t fly with 
Steve Koenig with the Gon- 
sumer Electronics Associa¬ 
tion in Arlington, Va. He 
says drivers should take re¬ 
sponsibility behind the 
wheel. “If a consumer is op¬ 
erating a vehicle ... unsafe¬ 
ly,” says Koenig, “their ex¬ 
cuses are their own.” 

Tell that to the family of 
Shannon Bentley. The Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., woman 
was killed by a driver dis¬ 
tracted by his GPS. They tell 
their exclusive stoiy on 
Marketplace tonight.

Adapting a novel into a 
two-hour film is tricky busi¬ 
ness. Filmmakers can 
create calamity just as 
much by staying to true to 
the source material as they 
can with sweeping 
diversions from the book. 
The problem with Peter 
Jackson's The Lovely Bones, 
based on Alice Sebold's 
bestselling novel, is that 
it's too faithful. 

The core stoiy of the film 

— 14-year-old Susie 
Salmon watches from be¬ 
yond the grave as her fami¬ 
ly copes with her murder 

— works just fine, and the 
three actors at the heart of 


it (Saoirse Ronan as Susie, 
Mark Wahlberg as her fa¬ 
ther and Stanley Tucci as 
her murderer) turn in out¬ 
standing performances, 
with Wahlberg possibly the 
best he’s been. 

It’s a shame the rest of 
the cast doesn’t have as 
much to do. 

Rachel Weisz’s suburban 
mother has so little to say 
or do that it’s hard to care 
when she buckles from 
grief and abandons her 
family. Susan Sarandon, as 
Susie’s chain-smoking, gin- 
soaked grandmother, 
seems flown in from anoth¬ 
er film entirely. Her whirl¬ 
wind “eccentric granny 
takes care of the kids” 
montage feels more in 
keeping with Running 
with Scissors. 

And poor Michael Impe- 
rioli’s detective has little 
more to do than give mean¬ 
ingful looks hinting at a 
much more fieshed-out 
subplot in the novel.

Chow confident 
about Confucius 


CHINESE CINEMA Hong Kong 
megastar Chow Yun-fat 
said Thursday that he was 
confident a biopic about 
the ancient Chinese 
philosopher Confucius can 
take on the hugely popular 
computer-graphics-laden, 
3-D Holl 5 ^ood blockbuster 
Avatar. 

The 54-year-old actor, 
best known for his iconic 
gangster roles in Hong 
Kong cinema, donned 
scholarly robes to play the 
ancient sage in the $22 
million US government- 
backed movie Confucius, 
which premieres in Bei¬ 
jing. 

Chow said he expected 
Confucius to put up a good 
fight against James 
Cameron’s science fiction 
fantasy Avatar, a global hit 
that raced to $4.8 million 
on its first day in China 
and is expected to earn 
more than 500 million 
5 man ($73 million) at the 
Chinese box office. 

“If the two films were 
shown at the same time, 
those who go to see Avatar 
will also go to see Confu¬ 
cius, and those who go to 
Confucius will also see 
Avatar,” Chow said at a 
news conference in Bei¬ 
jing. 

“They are two different 
kinds of movies, but they 
are both about humanity,” 
the Crouching Tiger, Hid¬ 


den Dragon star said. 

The movie, which opens 
to general audiences in 
China on Jan. 22, is part of 
a recent revival of Confu¬ 
cius, whom late Chinese 
leader Mao Zedong de¬ 
nounced because his em¬ 
phasis on harmony and re¬ 
spect of social hierarchies 
conflicted with the Marxist 
ideology of progress 
through conflict. 

During the 1966-1976 ul¬ 
tra-leftist Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion under Mao’s rule, en¬ 
forcers known as red 
guards descended on Con¬ 
fucius’ family home, fami¬ 
ly grave plot and a temple 
honouring the sage in his 
eastern hometown of Qu- 
fu, destrojdng about 6,600 
relics. 

But the status of the an¬ 
cient sage has been reaf¬ 
firmed in recent years. 

Confiician classics have 
been given higher status at 
universities and even pris¬ 
ons have been reportedly 
teaching Confiician philos¬ 
ophy to prisoners. The Chi¬ 
nese government started 
setting up Confucius Insti¬ 
tutes abroad in 2004 to 
promote Chinese language 
and culture. 

A female professor’s 
book of reflections on the 
classic Confiician text 
Analects became a massive 
hit.

Oh, how far Jackie Chan 
has fallen. In his Hong 
Kong days, Chan was a 
legend. The man created 
slapstick kung fu and 
would write, direct, and 
star in films in addition to 
doing his own stunts. 

But now the former ac¬ 
tion icon has been reduced 
to starring in The Spy Next 
Door, a completely dispos¬ 
able family action movie 
that makes Hulk Hogan ve¬ 
hicles like Mr. Nanny look 
like high art. Even the out- 
takes during the closing 


credits don’t live up to 
Chan’s usual outtake stan¬ 
dards. His fans are sure to 
be disappointed. 

Jackie Chan stars as a se¬ 
cret agent posing as a sub¬ 
urban geek. By day he awk¬ 
wardly dates his single 
mother neighbour, but at 
night he tracks down the 
deadliest criminals in 
North America. 

In the opening scenes, 
Chan retires and hopes to 
settle down, but ends up 
facing his biggest chal¬ 
lenge yet (cue record 
scratching sound effect): 
Babysitting his girlfriend’s 
children. 

At first the kids think 
he’s lame because he 
wears glasses, but there is 
always a chance that a few 
unexpected action scenes 
might change their minds. 
That concept may sound 
bad, but in execution it is 
somehow even worse. Af¬ 


ter all, this is the sort of 
move that tries to pass off 
Billy Ray Cyrus as a wise¬ 
cracking comedy sidekick 
(yep, that’s true). 

There’s a chance that 
with enough sugaiy soda 
pumped into their system 


a few young children 
might find the movie fun¬ 
ny. 

Parents, on the other 
hand, are guaranteed to be 
irritated and disgusted by 
what the filmmakers tiy to 
pass off as comedy. 


It has to be said that 
Chan is still surprisingly 
limber and capable of 
pulling off impressive 
physical gags and fights for 
a man who is 55 years old. 
But sadly, that’s the only 
positive comment to make 


about The Spy Next Door. 
This movie should justifi¬ 
ably vanish into obscurity 
almost instantly.

hether it’s 
Denzel

end’s The Book of Eli or 
Knowing’s Nicolas Cage 
screeching, “How can I 
stop the end of the world?” 
grisly images of post apoc¬ 
alyptic lifestyle have re¬ 
cently been dominating 
movie screens. 

Perhaps it’s the reces¬ 
sion or the result of the 
anxious times we live in, 
but end-of-the-world sto¬ 
ries are all the rage, but 
they are not new. 
Whether it’s nuclear fall¬ 
out, an unexpected ice 


age or a zombie holocaust 
that brings about the end, 
filmmakers have peddled 
post apocalyptica for 
years. 

In 1959 Gregory Peck 
headlined a dystopian dra¬ 
ma that set the date for the 
end of the world just after 
World War III in 1964. In 
On the Beach, nuclear war 
has destroyed all life on 
the planet save for a small 
enclave in Australia, but 
even they will succumb 
once the radiation clouds 
drift by. 

“We’re all doomed,” says 
Julian Osborne (Fred As¬ 
taire). “Doomed by the air 
we're about to breathe.” 

As doomsday dramas go 
this one is particularly de¬ 
pressing — for example, 
people gobble up “suicide 


pills” — but its Cold War 
commentaiy led one con¬ 
temporary writer to label 
it “the most important 
film of our time.” 

Several years later the 
post-atomic war film Panic 
in Year Zero! opened with 
one of filmdom’s great un¬ 
derstatements. 

While on a fishing trip 
Harry Baldwin (Ray Mil- 
land) and his family see a 
mushroom cloud over Los 
Angeles. 

“We’ve had it; haven’t 
we dad?” says son Rick 
(Frankie Avalon). 

Well, not quite Rick, but 
the world as you know it is 
over. Made on a shoe¬ 
string, Panic in Year Zero! 
is notable not for its spe¬ 
cial effects—there aren’t 
any—but for its take on 


the difficult decisions Mil- 
land’s character must 
make to ensure his fami¬ 
ly’s survival in a world 
where old principles of hu¬ 
manity are obsolete. 

Finally, to end the end- 
of-the-world list, fans of 
post apocalyptic fantasy 
will find a payday in the 
form of Rock & Rule, an 
animated film featuring 
Deborah Hariy and Lou 
Reed’s voice work. 

In it the world has been 
destroyed and “legendary 
super-rocker” Mok — 
whose record went “gold, 
platinum, and plutonium 
in one day” — tries to use a 
demonic code to rule 
what’s left of the world. 

With such a range of 
dystopian stories to mine 
it seems filmmakers 
could make post apoca¬ 
lyptic movies until the 
end of the world comes 
for real.

Firth brings dignity to flick

With Hollywood currently 
saturating cinemas with 
post-apocalyptic drama, 
The Book of Eli's own 
tagline may be better suit¬ 
ed to a wishful maxim for 
its investors: Believe in 
Hope. 

After all, the movie’s fa¬ 
miliar theme may numb 
viewers who’ve seen 
enough Armageddon from 
recent films like The Road, 
2012 and 9 (not to be con¬ 
fused with Nine). 

But there’s still much to 
like about the long-awaited 
return of the Hughes 
Brothers. In hiding since 
2001’s From Hell, the film- 
making siblings rebound 


in style by bringing Hell to 
Earth — quite literally. 

America has been 
churned to rubble follow¬ 
ing a devastating war. Des¬ 
tined to “stay on the path,” 
a drifter named Eli (Denzel 
Washington) protects a sa¬ 
cred Bible from thieves and 
killers as he wanders west¬ 
ward following his destiny. 

In the classic mould of a 
western icon, Eli possesses 
fighting skills that would 
rival any Clint Eastwood 
character, especially when 


he meets his rival — a 
Mussolini-admiring war¬ 
lord (Gaiy Oldman) who al¬ 
so desires that one remain¬ 
ing book. 

It’s a tricky role, playing 
a sanctified sinner, so 
luckily Washington gives 
it life even while sur¬ 
rounded by supporting 
parts that seem fashion¬ 
ably cookie-cutter. 

Still, the film is stronger 
when it plays the thinking 
man’s action flick rather 
than playing to pious over¬ 


tones of spirituality. 

Honestly, if post-apoca¬ 
lyptic themes weren’t so 
prevailing of late. The 
Book of Eli would surely 
assume a greater impact 
on filmgoers. But with 
enough slick choreogra¬ 
phy, desaturated cine¬ 
matography and a reliably 
compelling star. The Book 
of Eli may just make a be¬ 
liever out of audiences yet.

A Single Man

REVIEW As its double-enten¬ 
dre title suggests, Tom 
Ford’s debut feature A Sin¬ 
gle Man focuses on an iso¬ 
lated figure: George Fal¬ 
coner, a semi-closeted uni¬ 
versity professor plying his 
trade in pre-Stonewall Gali- 
fornia. 

Golin Firth’s perform¬ 
ance in the role has a credi¬ 
ble dignity: We see that 
George is a man whose gift 
for sublimating his true 
feelings — namely, his crip¬ 
pling grief over the death 
of his younger lover 
(Matthew Goode) in an au¬ 
tomobile accident — has 
made him a stranger in his 
own skin. 

It’s a compellingly un¬ 


derstated performance in a 
film unfortunately more 
inclined towards grand 
gestures. 

Fashion designer-turned- 
director Ford favours fussy 
framings and glossy cine¬ 
matography, and while he 
hits upon a few striking 
ideas — i.e. deplo 5 dng 
overs aturated colours to 
suggest intense physical 
sensations — the showy 
technique doesn’t serve 
the material. 

The film unfolds rather 
schematically as a series of 
encounters between 
George and characters 
who prod his suicidal 
gloom, with the most 
screen time going to Ju¬ 
lianne Moore as a faded 
tart of a woman nurturing 
an unrequited crush on 
her old friend. 

She’s borderline embar¬ 
rassing, but Nicholas 
Houpt does better as a stu¬ 
dent wise to his teacher’s 
condition — obviously, his 
experience on About a Boy 
gave him a knack for act¬ 
ing opposite brittle Brits.

Basia Bulat's new album 
builds from an academic 
interest in the written 
craft of Emily Dickenson 
and the Bronte sisters, but 
also reaches to the soaring 
vistas of the Yukon for in¬ 
spiration. 

“History is full of people 
who are critics as well as 
creators. I’m probably not 
veiy good at either, but am 
I tiying to learn and get 
better,” said Bulat. “I love 
poetiy and pop songs that 
have the ability to say so 
many things in such a 
short space. (It amazes me 
when) a writer can use a 
few lines to open up 
worlds.” 

Written during a leave of 
absence from her Master’s 
thesis in English, Heart of 
My Own reflects a love of 
literature that began when 
Bulat’s mother gave her 
eight-year-old daughter a 


copy of Jane Eyre. Her 
favourite Emily Dickenson 
poems echo the rh 5 d:hm of 
a church choir — a kind of 
written cadence also re¬ 
flected in classic Motown, 
which draws on gospel 
singing. 

Bulat’s inter¬ 
est in craft al¬ 
so comes out 
through the 
careful 

thought she 
put into se¬ 
quencing the 
album. The al¬ 
bum takes on 
a dramatic arc 
built around 
two sides (side 
A ends with 
Sparrow) that 
communicate 
a dynamic 
range of sound 


through ebbs and flows of 
arrangements and energy. 

“(I wanted each song) to 
signal what would happen 
next — to draw that out,” 
she said. “(For example) 
the last line of the first 
song is, ‘Let them know 


the burden of your blues.’ 
Then song two is a fun 
song. I really like to be able 
to play that way with 
words, and hope that came 
across.” 

Bulat’s songs — which 
veer from rollicking stom- 
pers like If Only You to the 
stripped-down coffeeshop 
folk of Sugar and Spice — 
are also inspired by her re¬ 
action to the Canadian 
north. On her first visit to 


the Yukon, she was equally 
struck by 
the silence 
of the land¬ 
scape and 
the tight- 
knit com¬ 
munity. Far 
from home, 
Bulat and 
her brother 
(who has 
played 
drums for 
her for 
more than a 
decade) felt 
right at 
home. “I 


had a limited experience 
in the Yukon — we were 
only there a week — but 
people opened their 
homes to us, and were so 
open and giving, it was 
amazing,” she said. 

“They treated us like 
family, which is amazing 
when you are so far from 
your own family.”

a Super Bowl event. Then 
Robertson will run with 
the 0l5nnpic torch in Van¬ 
couver before the band 
plays four shows during 
the games. Much touring 
will follow, including a 
North American tour in the 
spring and summer and 
the U.K. in the fall. 

“Yesterday, I saw our 
schedule for the next six 
months. It’s 1997 all over 
again!,” Ed says. “Hello, 
rock ’n’ roll pace. I’ve 
missed you!”

The Buried Life follows 
the four Canadian college 
guys as they travel the 
countiyside in a bus, ful¬ 
filling selfish dreams like 
attending a Playboy Man¬ 
sion party, or asking 
Megan Fox out on a 
date. 

But they also 
spend some of 
their time re¬ 
alizing the 
dreams of 
folks they 
meet on the 
road, like help¬ 
ing an under¬ 
privileged class¬ 
room get a new com¬ 
puter and hooking up a 
street artist with the son 
he hasn’t seen in years. 

“You think about that 
guy and his son.

NEW SERIES When the pro¬ 
motional trailer for the 
new series Spartacus: 
Blood and Sand was re¬ 
leased during San Diego 
Comic Con, many viewers 
were surprised by the 
amount of, well, blood — 
and naked flesh. 

Along with plenty of 
slow-motion spurting ar¬ 
teries, there are some 
quick — and some not-so- 
quick — flashes of nearly 
ever inch of the cast, in¬ 
cluding Andy Witfield (as 
the titular gladiator) and 
Xena: Warrior Princess and 
Battlestar Galactica vet 
Lucy Lawless. 

“(The network) wanted 
to do something that’s 
groundbreaking and 
boundary-pushing,” ex¬ 
plains series executive pro¬ 
ducer Rob Tapert, who put 
the show together along 
with fellow executive pro¬ 
ducer Sam Raimi (himself 
no stranger to buckets of 
blood) and writer Stephen 
S. DeKnight, who cut his 
teeth writing for Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer and Angel. 

Tapert acknowledges 
that comparisons to Zack 
Snyder’s groundbreaking 
swords-and-sandals epic 
300 are unavoidable. 

“We’ve used some of the 
same techniques,” he says.

The stage show, based on 
the 2001 film starring 
Reese Witherspoon, tells 
the stoiy of Elle Woods, a 
bubbly blond from Los An¬ 
geles who discovers her in¬ 
ner strength at Harvard 
Law School. The show 
earned a lukewarm recep¬ 
tion on Broadway, where it

Blonde opened Wednes¬ 
day at London’s Savoy The¬ 
atre after a month of pre¬ 
views that saw large, enthu¬ 
siastic and female-dominat¬ 
ed audiences embracing its 
brand of frivolous fun.

“I tried, I really tried to 
hate this show, but resist¬ 
ance is futile,” wrote 
Charles Spencer in Thurs¬ 
day’s Daily Telegraph, prais¬ 
ing the show as “light, fast, 
fun and frothy.” 

“The stage show has its 
tongue in its cheek 
throughout, it knows it is 
ridiculous and infantile, 
and celebrates the fact with 
knowing wit,” he said. 

The Independent’s Paul 
Taylor declared the musical 
“ridiculously enjoyable 
from start to finish,” and a 
big improvement on the 


movie. He said the l 5 nTcs by 
Heather Hach were “unflag- 
gingly funny” and the score 
by Laurence O’Keefe and 
Nell Ben¬ 
jamin full of 
“brassiness, 
bite, joie de 
vivre, sheer 
cheek, and 
even the odd 
strain of sad¬ 
ness.”
